The largest fire that Biglerville has 
witnessed for many years occurred 
shortly before seven o’clock Sunday 
morning when the 
planing 
mill 
of 
Emory I^iwver was burned to the 
ground with all the content*, entail­ 
ing a loss of $8,000. Mr. Lawver car­ 
ried $3500 insurance. 
That the fire did not consume sever­ 
al other buildings and a large quantity 
! of lumber 
was due entirely to the 
quick and efficient w'ork of the Bigler­ 
ville fire company which was quickly 
on the scene and 
soon 
had 
several 
powerful streams of water on the big 
I blaze. The planing mill was seen to be 
doomed and efforts were directed 
to 
save the other properties. 
In 
a half 
hour the fire was under complete con- 
j trol. 
It is supposed to have .started in the 
I boiler room where a quantity of shav- 
j ings and small bits of wood were stor­ 
ed for fuel. 
Neighbors -aw smoke is- 
i suing from the building at 0:50 and C. 
I E. Deatrick gave the alarm. The hose 
reels were rushed to the scene and the 
water was soon playing on the 
blaze, 
j On the one side of the Iaiwver planing 
1 mill is the frame building used 
as a 
shirt factory, on another side are Mr. 
I-awver’s sheds containing between 
I $4000 and $4500 w'orth of lumbet while 
II on another side are U. S. Klinefelter’s 
cooper and storage shops. With highly 
inflammable buildings on three sides 
of the conflagration the fact that the 
I blaze did no further damage is a high 
> testimonial to Biglerville’* fire fight­ 
ers and their equipment. 
With the planing mill there burned 
; all the machinery of the place, includ­ 
ing a $1000 machine installed 
within 
the past few weeks for the 
manufac­ 
ture of chicken coops which Mr. Law- 
ver had determined to add to his busi­ 
ness. Some completed work was also 
destroyed along with

Ing In Philadelphia and Important 


Subjects Are On Program. 


Philadelphia, ’Sept. 22.—Toe sixty- 
third annual convention of the P e n n ­ 
sylvania Medical society opened to 
day, when 2500 physicians from all 
parts of th e state gathered at 
the 
Bellevue-Stratford to report the pro­ 
gress of the crusade against the pro­ 
p a g a t i o n of disease and the advance 
in preventive medicine and all branch­ 
es of surgery.

T h e n to Captain Cameron and De 
tectlves Wood and Belshaw he told 
t b 'j story, which was telegraphed to 
the Rochester police: 
“ In August or early In September. 
19b9, I lived In Barnet, a suburb of 
Rochester, and lived in the city. On 
my way home I several times met the 
Schum acher girl, who visited the ce m ­ 
etery to decorate her father’s grave. 
We becam e friendly, and one evening 
I attem pted liberties, which she re 
sented. 
In the struggle I killed her 
and that night buried her body In a 
clump of woods near the cemetery. 
Sin** the n I have wandered about the 
country doing odd jobs and cam e to 
Phiiad**lphia to work in place of the 
striking garment workers.”
